The idea for the bombing of the United Airline plane 
may have-come from Canada. 

On Sept. 9, 1949, a time-bomb shattered a Canadian Paci- 
fic xiMiner in mid-air, 40 miles from Quebec City. Twenty- 
three persons were killed. 

J. Albert Guay, Quebec City jeweler,was hanged for 
master-minding the plot, designed to kill his wife and free 
him for his mistress.. Also hanged were his accomplices 
Generaux Ruest, crippled watchmaker who fashioned the 
bomb, and Mrs. Arthur Pitre, Ruest’s sister, who placed it 
aboard the plane.

The bomb was designed to explode 90 minutes after the 
time-ciock was set. 

The explosion in the United Airlines’ plane occurred just 
11 minutes after the airliner left Denver. 

Graham said he unpacked part of the contents of a 
large suitcase bvelonging to his mother and replaced them 
with the bomb. 

“I placed this suitcase in the trunk of my car with an 
‘other smaller suitcase and a briefcase which my mother was 
to take with her on the trip.” he said.
